Federal Public Health Service to 
Continue Its War Against 
Disease. 


WANTPIIBUC HEALTH NURSES 


Women of the Country Urged to Get 
Behind Movement and Aid Public 
Health Nurses— Increase Num­ 
ber lf Possible. 
« 


Washington. — The 
Ignited 
States 
public health service was the rear-glia rd 
pf our armies in the war against Gee 
many. It took over the fight against 
the enemy’s most useful ally, disease. 
It won its share of the war, and sent 
an army to France fit to tight. 
Surgeon General Rupert Bine and 
the officers under him have signed no 
armistice, admit no peace. 
They are 
keeping up the fight to make men fit. 
Public proclamation that the war 
against disease is still on recently was 
given in an appeal to tin* 115,0tXi min­ 
isters of the country to devote their 
sermons to the necessity for keeping 
i»ur communities as healthful as our 
camps were. 
The appeal of the surg**on general 
was read from pulpits all over the 
country, aud concludes: 
•‘It Is the social responsibility of the 
communities, of which the churches of 
every denomination are a part, to con­ 
tinue the work carried on in time of 
war in order that the world may be 
safe not only for democracy but for 
posterity.** 
Created as War Measure. 
Particular em phasis is given by the 
Ignited States public health service In 
opening this campaign to the work of 
the newly organized department of 
public health nursing, which, created 
as a war measure, bas proved so valu­ 
able that, according to announcements, 
It will be continued and increased. 
The women of the nation are appeal­ 
ed to, in a special communication from 
the surgeon general sent through the 
churches, to ald the work of the pub­ 
lic health nurses, and to «lo everything 
possible to increase their number. 
A noteworthy tribute wa* paid to 
the nurses by the surgeon general in 
the following statem ent: 
"For the first time in its history the 
United States public health service 
during the recent war organized a de- ] war; 
partment of public health nursing. 
The work which these nurses perform­ 
ed was A>f Inestimable value. It is not 
too much to say that without their ald 
our success in keeping down sickness 
in the extra-cantoiunent zone-- and in 
making tim venerea! disease rate in 
our army lower than that of any other 
army in modern timet could not have 
been achieved. 
“In continuing our general campaign 
for 
health, 
and 
this 
special 
fight 
against venereal disease w<* depend 
upon the continued assistance of pub­ 
lic health nurses. 
Ask Support of Women. 
“Behind these public health nurses 
we hojie to have the sympathetic un­ 
derstanding and support of all the 
womeu of the country. 
We believe 
that we will have this when what the 
nurse occompllidies for her community 
is known. 
M\Ve depend upon the women of the 
nation not only for understanding mid 
support hut we depend Upon them to 
encourage young women to take up 
tile profession of the public health 
nurse, we depend upon them also to 
insist that hospitals provide training 
for nurses In public ht'alth service, in­ 
cluding work in venereal diseases. 
“In backing the public health nurse, 
the women of the nation will be back­ 
ing one of the most vital forces in 
the struggle against the forces of dis­ 
ease which threaten the health, the 
safety, the very life of our children. 
which Is the life of our nation.*’ 
The national organization for pub­ 
lic health nursing is putting forth 
every effort to provide the Increased 
num bers of public heulth nurses called 
for in this extended program of the 
public health servile. 
The organiza­ 
tion, of which Miss Kila Phillips Cran­ 
dall is executive secretary, with offices 
at If>6 Fifth avenue. New York, will 
advise and co-operate in every way 
with communities which wish to fol­ 
low out the suggestions of the health 
service for extended public 
nursing work.

200.000 JEWS IN YANK ARMY 


Comprised From 4 to 5 Per Cent of 
Total Personnel of American 
Forces. 


New York—The number of Jews In 
the military and naval service during 
the war was between 105,000 and 200,- 
000, or from 4 to 5 per cent of tho 
total personnel of the American forces 
at the time the armistice was signed, 
according to “Tin* War Record of 
American Jews,’’ Issued by the Ameri­ 
can Jewish committee. 
It was pointed out that the Jews 
compose about 3 per cent of the total 
population, so that th** proportion of 
j (,Wn in the service was ubout AO per 
cent g r a te r than the proportion of 
Jews in the total population. 
Complete casualty records have not 
been obtained, but the committee es­ 
timate* that 2,(KW) Jews were killed 
in action and that their casualties 
totaled 10,000.

Paris.—“Tho Gorman government is 
the same bureaucratic regime of m e 
kaiser's day* with the name a ttitu d e ; 
toward labor and capital, and does not 
represent the forces which canted tho 
revolution.’’ says Dr. Altman E, Tay­ 
lor. food specialist, who has just re­ 
turned from Germany. 
Ile made ex­ 
tensive investigations In behalf of the 
suprem e food rvlVf council. 
“Count von Bem at or ff is in charge 
of American affairs and the foreign ’ 
office and the bureaucrats of the old 
school are In evidence everywhere,** 
he added. “The Germans are l o o m ­ 
ing Russianized. 
They am afraid to 
put untried men into the service, and 
consequently they tolerate the old or­ 
der of things.” 
The German army has apparently 
been disorganized and demobilized for 
the most part. Doctor Taylor says. hut 
he believes it will be possible for a 
well-organized bureaucracy to restore 
militarism if it 
deemed desirable. 
Many Germans believe they will re­ 
cover their battleships, and do not 
expect to give up any territory, anti in 
IVn'tor Taylor’s opinion a grave, po­ 
litical upheaval is probable with the 
signing of the treaty of peace. 
The present lull is regarded aft un­ 
natural by I Hector Taylor, who says it 
was possibly created by the payment 
of large Indemnities to unemployed 
persons and by suspending action 
on 
all questions vital to the future of the 
nation. Coemployed men im Berlin are 
paid eight m arks a day, while railway 
workers and street cleaners get six 
m arks daily. 
Consequently, the men 
prefer to remain idle. 
Plays so immoral that they would 
have been prohibited under the impe­ 
rial regime are now tolerated; thiev­ 
ing is p rev alen t; looting Is common 
and the general public morale is very 
low. Doctor Taylor remarks.

1916. showed that the casualties to the 
fleet's personnel w ere: Officers, killed 
or missing. 17*2; wounded. 41; other 
ratings, 
killed 
or 
missing. 
2,414; 
wounded, 449. Total, 8,076. 
Official details of damage done to 
Individual vessels follow; 
Battleship Koenig, struck about fif­ 
teen times and badly damaged. 
Ship 
went down by the head until her fore­ 
castle was only 6 * 2 feet above water. 
The crew of the forward torpedo tube 
was Imprisoned until the ship was 
placed In dry dock June 5. Four fires 
were started on the ship and Admiral 
Hehnke was wounded iu the head. The 
casualties were heavy. 
Hit by 28 Shells. 
Cruiser Seidlitz. hit by 28 shells 
aud one torpedo from a British de­ 
stroyer. 
Her forecastle was riddled 
and her fore turret was put out of ac­ 
tion. 
The entire crew of the turret 
and magazine were killed with the ex­ 
ception of three or four men. 
The 
ship was beached in a sinking condi­ 
tion. but she was afterward refloated 
and repaired. She suffered heavy cas­ 
ualties.

Battleship Sehlesien. slightly dam­ 
aged. 
Battleship 
Schleswig; Hoi stein, 
so 
badly damaged that the repair work 
necessary required several weeks. 
Battle cruiser Luetzow, sustained 
a t least forty direct hits from British 
gunfire, which *11*1 enormous damage, 
and was als** twice torpedoed. 
400 Casualties on One Ship. 
Her casualties are variously given 
as being from 400 to nearly OOO. 
Battle cruiser I»erflinger. so badly 
damaged that she had to la* recon­ 
structed. 
Cruiser M«»itke, hit by three large 
shells and was tinder repairs until Au­ 
gust. 
Cruiser Von der Tann. on** turret 
completely put out of action find an­ 
other virtually useless. 
Light cruiser Elbing so badly dam­ 
aged that sh** was scuttled. 
Light cruiser Rostock, after being 
damaged by gunfire, was blown up by 
ber crew to prevent capture. 
Light cruiser Wiesbaden, reduced to 
a complete wreck by gunfire and was 
finally torpedoed. There was only one 
survivor of her crew. 
Light cruiser Frauenlob. set on fire 
tad wrecked by gunfire aud was torpe­ 
doed and sunk. 
Only eight men of 
her crew survived. 
Five destroyers are known to have 
!>een sunk. while others bud to he 
♦owed into port. 
A complete record of the British 
forces engaged In the battle shows 24 
dreadnoughts, 
8 battle cruisers, 18 
•misers, 18 light cruisers and 78 de­ 
stroyers.

“About one hour before I o’cloek on 
the night of July 14 we captured Ger­ 
man prisoners in a raid. They told us 
when the attack would come.

“The artillery preparation was to 
start at midnight and last for five 
hours and twenty-five minutes.

General Gourami started our artillery 
fire fix* minutes ahead of theirs.
